PRESENTS A CALM EXTERIOR 


But Agitation of Man Broken In Spirit 
Shows Beneath the Surface—Former 
Millionaire Becomes Prisoner No. 
11,987 and Has Negroes and Indians

For Company-—Wlife to Try and 
Secure Pardon From President 
Atlanta, Jan. 4.—Charles W. 


Morse, the convicted banker, of New 
York, is now in the federal prison 
just outside of this city. He was 
ushered throught the iron gates of 
the place by two deputies and imme- 
diately bathed and shaved and as- 
signed to a cell and a number. 

For the next fifteen years of his life, 
unless he is pardoned in the mean- 
time, he will remain here with his cell 
mates, for a greater part negroes and 
Indians, and be known not by name, 
but as No. 11,987. : 

Pale, haggard, the lines of care and 
despair traced on his features, but 
bearing up well nevertheless, Morse 
arrived in the custody of Deputy Unit- 
ed States Marshals Seibling and Lin- 
cius of the staff of Marshal Henkle of 
New York. 

“It is a life sentence,” said Morse 
to Seibling, as he entered the prison 
and bade good-bye to his custodians. 
About the railroad station there was 
gathered a big crowd of the curious, 
anxious for one glimpse of the man 
who juggled with millions. 

Morse was calm, but beneath the 
surface could be seen in flashes the 
agitation of a man broken. He 
answered the questions put to him in 
a straightforward manner, but his 
voice was husky. The note of hope 
and enthusiasm which never left him 
in his hong battle to escape his sen: | 
tence of fifteen years was gone. The 
vim that marked him when last sum- 
mer he cleared away nearly $8,000, - 
000 of his debts while out on bail for 
three months, was absent. 

The keynote of his attitude was 
resignation. Morse, the. ice king, 
the steamboat magnate, the financier 
whose jugglery in part brought on the 
panic of 1907, was a broken man. 
Only in his attire was there a trace of 
the debonnaire man of affairs. And 
in a short time this last remaining 
trace of the past was taken from him 


condemned. 

The journey to Atlanta was without 
especial interest. Morse. was stoical 
all the way. He had little to say. He 
approached the prison coolly and was 


seemingly unconcerned. 


Morse is now 55 years old. For 
good behavior his sentence will be re- 
duced by three years. At the ex- 
piration of the term he will be 67 
years old. 

Morse will enjoy several advantages 
in the federal prison’ that might have 
been denied him in another. He will 
wear a plain suit, not one of stripes. 
Like the other prisoners he will be 
allowed to smoke in his cell, have ac- 
cess to a library of 7000 volumes and 
attend frequent concerts and lectures. 
He will be allowed to see one visitor 
a week. 

The prison is surrounded by a park 
of 321 acres, much of which is laid 
out in farms that the prisoners culti- 
yate. There are 200 negroes and a} 
number of Indians in the place. Most 
of the latter are there for murder. 
Benjamin D.-Greene and John F. Gay- 
nor, who, with former Captain Ober- 
lin M. Carter, were convicted of gi- 
gantic frauds in the government work 
in the harbor of Savannah, are among 
the prisoners in the institution. 

It is reported that Mrs. Morse will 
establish her home near the prison. 
It is also reported that she intends to 
start a movement to influence Presi- 
dent Taft to pardon her husband.

MATHEMATICIANS 
ARE ASTOUNDED 


Lecture on Fourth Dimension 
by Eleven-Year-Old Boy 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 6.—Wil- 
liam J. Sidis, Harvard’s 11-year-old 
mathematical prodigy, astounded an 
audience of seventy-five of the best 
mathematicians in the university at 
the meeting of the Harvard Mathe- 
matical club last night by his mas- 
terly elucidation of the mysteries of 
the fourth dimension, a subject which 
the ordinary mortal cannot even 
imagine, much less describe. 

For more than two hours Sidis ex- 
pounded his theories, illustrating with 
diagrams drawn on the blackboard. 

Sidis is now taking a course at Har- 
vard in vector analysis, an extremely 
difficult and very advanced branch of 
higher mathematics, His instructors 
are unable to account for his _pre- 
cocity, which is manifested particu- 
larly in mathematics, though his edu- 
cation has covered subjects beyond 
the reach of most men twice his age. 
He has written a text book of as- 
tronomy. 


FULL INQUIRY DEMANDED 


Resolution Concerning Forestry Row 
Introduced In the Senate 
Washington,. Jan. 6.—The long 
strife between Secretary Ballinger of 
the irterior department and Gifford 
Pinchot, chief forester, came to a 
head when Senator Jones of Washing- 
tion introduced a resolution providing 
for the investigation of the depart- 

ment and the forest service. 

The resohition calls for a commit- 
tee of six senators appointed by the 
vice president and six members of the 
heuse named by the speaker. The 
committee is given full power, and 
all hearings will be public. Jones, 
in presenting the resolution, spoke in 
praise of Ballinger. 

The committee is empowered to 
subpoena witnesses and require the 
production of all papers and informa- 
tion necessary.

C. Griffith, who was business man- 
ager for Mrs. Fiske during an en- 
gagement at the Majestic theatre. 

Griffith was fined $50 in the superior 
criminal court a few weeks ago for 
having employed two children, Antrim 
Short, aged 9, and Grace Shanley, 
aged 13, in the play, “Salvation 
Nell.” The children had speaking 
parts in the drama, but one parent 
of each was employed by the com- 
pany, so that they had constant care 
from relatives at all times at the 
theatre. Like the Boston managers, 
the defendant claimed that the law 
applied only to employment in some 
factory, workshop or mercantile es- 
tablishment, and was not applicable to 
theatrical exhibitions. 

The supreme court holds that the 
word “work” in the statute should be 
given a broader meaning than that 
claimed by the defendant. The 
statute was intended to protect chil- 
dren from employment calling for 
constant attention, regular effort, and 
physical or mental strain, to accom- 
plish the desired result. 

Now that the bench has _ passed 
Officially upon the merits of the case 
those directly interested know ex- 
actly where they stand, and it is very 
probably that the present legislature 
will receive a petition bearing on the 
employment of minors on the stage. 
This is practically the only step for 
the managers, as there is no appeal 
from the decision of the court. 


RARE SURGICAL OPERATION 


Bone Removed From Vertabrae of 
Man Whose Back Was Broken 

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 5.—An ala- 
manectomy operation, which is con- 
sidered one of the rarest, was per- 
formed on the vertabrae of Thor 
Gustafson of Millbury at the city hos- 
pital by Dr. Wheeler. 

The operation on Gustafson, whose 
back was broken by a 1300-pound 
press falling on him, involved opening 
his back and removing a small section 
of the vertabrae, so it would not op- 
pose the spinal cord, and occupied 
nearly two hours. 

Surgeons at the hospital state that 
the Millbury man is resting easy and 
will probably recover. 


POWERS ARE CENTRALIZED 


House Passes Bill Making Taft Chief 
of Whole Canal Zone 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The Mann 
bill providing for the administration 
of the Panama canal zone passed the 
house by a vote of 119 to 102.

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OTRESS DEAD 
Mrs. Schoetfel Had Been an Invalid 
For thé Past TWo Yéars 

Boston, Jan. 3.—The career of one 
of the most successful and popular 
actresses this country has ever known 
ended Sunday when Mrs. Agnes Booth 
Schoeffel, wife of John B. Sckhoeffel, 
the owner of Tremont theatre, died in 
their home at Brookline. 

For two years Mrs. Schoeffel had 
been an invalid, suffering from what 
the physicians termed pernicious 
anemia. For some days she had been 
unconscious much of the time and died 
without regaining consciousness or 
recognizing her husband and family 
at the bedside. 

Theatre-goers of an older genera- 
tion will always remember Mrs. - 
Schoeffel best under her stage name 
of Agnes Booth, in a score of parts 
that she created and made famous, 
as well as in Shakespearian repertoire. 

Beginning as a child as a_ ballet 
dancer, Agnes Booth appeared on 
the stage the first time in Sydney, 
Australia, where she .was born Oct. 
4, 1846. She was married to Schoef- 
fel in 1885. Her husband and two sons 
survive her.

Discussed In Governor Draper's 
Address to the Legislature 


ECONOMY IN EXPENDITURES 


Necessary Because of Present Condi- 
tion of Commonwealth’s Finances— 
State Troops’ Pay—Iindustrial School 
Problem—Meat Inspection System 
Should Be Reorganized—Milk Pro- 
ducing Industry Declining—Patients 
In Insane and Other Institutions 
Greatly Increased In Number—Ef- 
fective Automobile Law—Railroad 
Bonds as Bank Investments 


Gentlemen of the General * court of 

Massachusetts: 

In pregznting my second message 
for your consideration, I desire first 
to thank the people of Massachusetts 
for their renewed expression of con- 
fidence in me. 

Finances 

The net direct debt of the common- 
wealth of Masaschusetts on Dec. 1, 
1909, was $18,980,765.42. This debt 
on Dec. 1, 1908, was $17,669,372.69. 
During the past year, therefore, the 
net direct state debt increased $1,- 
811,382.73. The net metropolitan 
debt, or contingent debt, as it is 
called in the auditor’s report, was, on 
Dec. 1, 1909, $60,676,311.03. On 
Dec. 1, 1908, this debt was $60,428, - 
223.14—so that this debt has in- 
ereased during the past year $248,- 
087.89. There have been issued dur- 
Ing the year, charged to the net state 
debt for permanent improvements, 
new bonds amounting to $2,326,300, 
while bonds have been paid amounting 
to $2,552,500. The metropolitan debt 
was. increased by bonds issued for 
permanent improvements amounting 
to $1,643,000, and was decreased by 
payment of bonds to the amount of 
$8000 and a contribution to the sink- 
Ing fund of $1,368,912.11. 

The receipts from miscellaneous 
sources of revenue during the year 
ending Dec. 1, 1909, were $7,694,- 
7176.10. The state tax was $4,500,000, 
so that tLe total revenues for the year, 
exclusive of cash on hand, amounted 
to $12,194,776.10. There was paid 
out for expenses during the year $12, - 
822,559.24, so that the cash on hand 
was quite substantially reduced from 
Dec. 1, 1908, to Dec. 1, 1909.” 

We have in the last yéar, in both 
classes of debt, issued bonds for per- 
manent improvements, but we have 
not increased either class of debt as 
much as the amount of such bonds. 
The net debt was, however, in each 
case greater on the first day of De- 
cember, 1909, than it was on the first 
day of December, 1908. 

The annual charge for interest on 
the net direct debt in 1909, reckoned 
at 3% percent, would be something 
More than $650,000 a year; while on 
the metropolitan debt the annual in- 
terest charge, which has to be paid 
by the metropolitan district, at th¢ 
same rate of 3% percent, would b¢ 
more than $2,100,000 a year. 

I call these matters to your atten- 
tion, and ask you to seriously con- 
sider whether it is not time, in mak- 
ing your appropriations, to provide 
for a substantial payment each year 
on the principal of the net direct debt. 
It also seems to me that it is time 
that the principal of the metropolitar 
debt should begin to be decreased, as 
the annual interest charges are con- 
stantly growing larger and becoming 
a heavier burden. 

The expenses of the commonwealth 
were materially enlarged during the 
past year because of the greatly in- 
creased number of unfortunate people 
who had to be cared for in our vari- 
ous institutions, and we must expect 
this to be larger in the future. This 
fact should be taken into considera- 
tion in making your appropriations for 
the current year. It is obviously 
necessary, with the finances of the 
commonwealth in their present condi- 
tion, to practice economy in every ex- 
penditure, and certainly no large new 
undertakings should be started which 
are not absolutely necessary, except 
those which are for the proper care 
of our sick and unfortunate. 
Municipal Accounting and Regjistra- 

tion of Municipal Loans 

The bureau of statistics is doing a 
large amount of work in connection 
with municipal ‘accounting reform. 
It is a legitimate function of the com- 
monwealth to assist its municipalities, 
and especially the towns, in devising 
methods by which their affairs can be 
better administered to their own ad- 
vantage, and it is highly desirable that 
it should do so in the interest of all 
our citizens and of {nvestors in muni- 
cipal securities. 

The very unfortunate occurrences 
which came to light during the past 
year in connection with the finances 
of the town of Framingham have 
brought forcibly to the attention of the 
people thé necessity for some reform 
{In the method of issuing municipal 
loans. ; 

I suggest that some plan be adopt- 
ed requiring-the registration and cer- 
tification in the office of the bureau of 
Statistics, of all town and city loans.

Interest on War Loang = ~~ 
It has been called to my attention 
that there are certain equitable claims 
for reimbursement of gold premium 
and interest charges paid by the com- 
monwealth on its war loans, which the 
federal government may properly be 
asked to pay, after enabling legisla- 
tion has been enacted at Washington. 
The sum at issue is a large one, 
oe to more than a million dol- 
At the present time there is no au- 
thority in law which would allow the 
governor and council to make proper 
contracts and arrangements for the 
presentation of these claims. Under 
section 79 of chapter 6 of the revised 
laws, the governor, with the ‘advice 
and consent of the council, is given 
authority to make contracts to collect 
moneys due the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, “except any claim for 
reimbursement of interest paid by the 
commonwealth on its war loans.” 
These claims to which I have referred 
ara in part for “interest paid by the 
commonwealth on its war Joans,” and 
it is necessary for the legislature to 
take action, in order to give the gov- 
ernor and council authority to make 
proper arrangements to prosecute 
these claims. I therefore recommend 
that such action be taken. 
Education 
The reorganized board of education 
was appointed on the thirtieth day of 
June, 1909, to take office on the the 
first day of July. The members have 
necessarily had little chance to do 
anything up to the present time except 
to familiarize themselves with present 
conditions and engage a commission- 
er of education. As the old commis- 
sion on industrial education and its 
Officials went out of office when the 
new board came in, the members of 
the new board were themselves obliged 
to devote a great deal of time and at- 
tention to the ordinary routine work 
which was required until they could 


‘decide on a commissioner of education 


and get the new board thoroughly or- 
ganized. They have now engaged 
their commissioner, and are carefully 
Studying the questions which come 
within their province, especially the 
matter of industrial education, and 
how best to adapt it to our present 
school system. 

They find that the statutes under 
which industrial schools may be and 
have been established are not clear; 
and, because of this lack of clearness, 
m@ny questions have arisen in the 
past, under the commission on_in- 
dustrial education, in regard to so- 
called independent industrial schools, 
which need to be settled and which 
can be cleared up only by new legis- 
lation. The board of education will 
ask for such action as it deems neces- 
sary, and will explain in detail the 
réasons therefor and what it desires to 
accomplish. 

This question of industrial educa- 
tion and how it shall be worked in 
harmony with, and very likely become 
a part of, our public school system, 
is a great one. The board has not 
had time as yet to properly study out 
and formulate a definite policy. It is 
not desirable that the commonwealth 
should rush into this matter haphaz- 
ard, and without careful considera- 
tion and a definite plan. 

We have an able board of educa- 
tion, which is earnestly devoted to its 
duties, and during the present year it 
will have time to, and will, formu- 
late definite plans as to what should 
be done for the real advancement of 
this important work. In the mean- 
time, it would be an unwise policy 
and bad judgment to create separate 
and individual schools for industrial 
education which would not be integral 
parts of our whole school system. 

Much can be done this year by the 
board, and legislation will be request- 
ed which will permit such work as is 
deemed proper; but it will, after the 
passage of new legislation, require 
some time to study out a system be- 
fore the board will be able to go ahead 
with a completed plan of education 
which shall include industrial educa- 
tion as one of its principal and com- 
ponent parts. 

State Library 

More room has been given to the 
state library, and the trustees and the 
librarian are planning to use this 
space for legislative reference work. 
This will necessitate the employment 
of an assistant in this department, 
and I recommend an appropriation 
sufficient to meet this extra expense, 
and also a reasonable increase in the 
salary of the state librarian. 

Free Public Library Commission 

This commission has done excellent 
work for many years, and the people 
of every town in the commonwealth 
now have the opportunity to obtain 
books from a free public library. It 
fs not desirable that the towns should 
have too much state assistance in 
this direction, but it is essential that 
the commission should be given more 
assistance. The appropriation of the 
commission should be somewhat in- 
creased, so that it may have addi- 
tional help for performing its clerical 
work and visiting the various libraries 
throughout the commonwealth. 

Meat Inspection 

During the last year much inter- 
est was taken in and attention given 
to the improving of conditions under 
which meat, to-be sold for food to the 
people, should be slaughtered and 
prepared for sale. There was a feel- 
ing that meat infected with the germs 
of disease might be sold as food; and 
the fear that such conditions existed 
caused the legislature to pass laws in- 
tended to prevent the sale of infected 


&B can be| meat, and also to order an inquiry by 
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methods of slaughtering, in Massa- 
chusetts, of animajs to be used for 
food. : 

Of all the animal food products 
consumed in this commonwealth, @ 
very large percentage is brought in 
from otler states. In these cases, 
it being interstate business, the food 
products must he inspected by offi- 
cers of the United States stationed in 
the slaughter-houses where the. ani- 
mals are killed, and these animals 
and carcasses are examined thorough- 
ly, by trained men, before and after 
being slaughtered. If there is any- 
thing which renders meat unfit for 
food, it is seen by these inspectors 
and the carcass is destroyed; and only 
meat which is fit for food is permitted 
to be shipped from one state to an- 
other or to other countries. I have 
personally looked into this examina- 
tion in various slaughter-houses, and 
I am satisfied that the government in- 
spection is scientific and adequate. 
This applies to the great bulk of the 
animal food products, consumed by 
the people of this commonwealth. 

‘The local conditions which are per- 
mitted to exist in this state are not, in 
my opinion, good. The slaughter- 
houses are not properly kept, and 
many inspectors in the different sec- 
tions of the commonwealth do not 
properly understand their duties; the 
inspection is not sufficiently careful, 
and it is inadequate. 

A reorganization of this system 
should be effected, so that the com- 
monwealth may be divided into dis- 
tricts, having expert inspectors who 
shall superintend all the conditions 
under which animals for food are 
slaughtered, and who shall also ex- 
amine the carcasses to see that they 
are in proper healthful condition to be 
sold for food. 

The appointment by the common- 
wealth of a given number of such in- 
spectors to look after these condi- 
tions would cost considerable; but 
when the fact is considered that the 
people would be better protected from 
disease than they now are in the meat 
which they use for food, the extra ex- 
pense, although quite an item, should 
not We controlling. While the expense 
would be quite large to the state, 
much of it would be saved directly to 
the towns. and cities, as they would 
be relieved of that which they now 
have to incur for inspection. ‘ 

Irecommend that careful considera- 
tion of this subject be given, and that 
action be taken so that all these con- 
ditions may be improved and a new 
system of local slaughtering estab- 
lished; and I suggest that the stand- 
ard of inspection be made the same as 
that now required by the United 
States government, I do not think 
our conditions in this respect are 
worse than in many of the other 
states, but we cannot afford to be 
below the United States standard, 
which is the best; and I urge prompt 
and wise action in dealing with this 
most important question. 

Milk Conditions 

The production of milk and the way 
it shall be sold is a problem which 
seems very difficult to solve satisfac- 
torily to both the producers and con- 
sumers. There has been much dis- 
cussion as to whether the standard 
now required by law, of 12.15 percent 
of milk solids and 3.35 percent of fat, 
is right. I do not pretend to express 
an opinion based on knowledge in this 
respect, but I have not been able to 
see any way in which the consumer 
and the honest producer of. milk can 
be properly protected, unless a stand- 
ard of quality shall be established and 
maintained by law. 

While I thoroughly believe in a 
proper standard, established and 
maintained by law, some conditions 


existent today seem to cause a hard- | 


ship to the Massachusetts milk pro- 
ducers, because milk from other states 
can be sold in Massachusetts under 
many less restrictions than is the case 


with the product of Massachusetts | 


farmers. 


It is further a fact that for some | 


reason the number of neat cattle in 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts 
is decreasing. In the year 1908 there 
were 3500 head less of neat cattle than 
in 1907, and on Nov. 30, 1907, the 
record showed a decrease of nearly 
10,000 from the previous year, so that 
there were 13,000 head of neat cattle 
less in Massachusetts at the begin- 
ning of 1909 than there were at the 
end of 1906. This proves conclusively 


that the keeping of cattle for milk in 


Massachusetts is not an industry that 
is growing, but one that is declining. 
This is unquestionably bad for the 
commonwealth. As the consumption 
of milk seems to be constantly in- 
creasing, it must be brought in from 
other states. Our farming industry in 
this respect is not flourishing. It is 
not profitable for the farmer to raise 


and sell milk under existing condi- : 


tions. 


I believe that the legislature should , 


pass laws, if necessary, so that the 
farmers of this commonwealth can 
ship their milk through the direct 
agency of the railroads, rather than 


be obliged to deal through contractors | 


who practically handle the shipping 
of milk for the railroads. Whether 
or not this would result in cheaper 
milk to the consumer, I do not know; 
but I do not believe it wise for the 
great carrying agencies operating in 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts to 
sublet these privileges to any one. 
Every man who desires to ship milk 
to the cities of this commonwealth 
over the railroads of the state should 
have the right to deal-with them di- 
rectly, under proper regulations and 
conditions. The railroad should re- 
ceive proper pay for the service rend- 
ered, and should not be obliged to 


| The maneuvers which were held dur- 
ing the past summer were most bene- 
ficial and advantageous. All the con- 


| take milk at every station; but proper 
; Provisions should be made so that 
} milk delivered in reasonable quantities 
at particular points should be carried 
by the railroads at reasonable rates 
, to the large centers of population 
where it is to be consumed. I be- 
Heve if this were done many of the 
complaints which now exist concern- 
ing the milk question would disap- 


pear. 
Military Matters 
The militia is in excellent condition. 


pre enge” 6 soca 


ditions of actual service in war time 
were present except the terrible car- 
nage which results from actual con-' 
flict. Our troops were ordered to 
mobilize on a’ given day at given 
points, ready for service. This 
proved a severe test of the commis- 
sary and quartermaster departments, 
which were admirably met. The 
troops of all arms, infantry, artillery 
and cavalry, arrived at the designated 
points on time and in good condition. 
They were well fed and cared for dur- 
ing a week of most active service, 
during which time there was some 
very severe and disagreeable weather. 
Arrangements were made to prevent 
fires, and the damage done to the 
property of our citizens by the officers 
and men was almost negligible. 

Under the Dick bill, which was 
passed by the national congress and 
approved on Jan. 21, 1903, it was 
provided that troops serving from a 
state in connection with national 
troops under special conditions should 
receive certain pay. This did not 
contemplate that the state troops so 
serving should be paid both by the 
national and state governments; but 
some confusion in regard to the matter 
has arisen, and certain of our or- 
ganizations which have done special 
military work in the past have re- 
ceived pay from both state and nation, 
while the great bulk of the militia has 
been paid only the amount specified 
by the commonwealth. 

It does not seem to me that this is 
wise or just, and I believe provision 
should be made so that the pay of all 
the state troops should be the same, 
and that any money which would un- 
der certain circumstances be paid by 
the national government to such 
troops, either for service or subsist- 
ence, should be turned into the treas- 
ury of the commonwealth to assist in 
the general payment of military ex- 
penses. I would suggest to you that 
@ proper law be passed to bring about 
this result. 

Institutions 


The Various state institutions are in 
good condition and doing their usual 
good work. The Lyman school for 
boys and the state‘ industrial school 
for girls have both been somewhat 
crowded, but new buildings which 

| were authorized by the last legisla- 
ture will be completed easly in 1910, 
which will relieve the situation. This 
also applies to the Massachusetts 
| hospital school at Canton, which is a 
| new school, doing well a very import- 
, ant work. 
_The nurses’ home at Rutland is 
nearly ready for acceptance, and the 
sanatorium is full. The new accom- 
modations which were provided for at 
the state hospital at Tewksbury have 
not been completed as yet, but they 
are badly needed. The industrial 
school for boys at Shirley has been 
opened during the year. ‘There are 
now ninety inmates. 
| The North Reading sanatorium for 
| cOnsumptives was opened on Sept. 

22, 1909, and is substantially full at 
present; the Lakeville sanatorium will 
| be opened in January, 1910, accom- 

modating 150 more people; and the 
Westfield sanatorium is expected to 
be opened either in February or 
March, 1910, to accommodate the 
same number. 

At the Masaschusetts hospital for 
epileptics at Monson a building was 
provided for last year which will ac- 
commodate enough, patients to relieve 
the crowding which exists there at 
| Present, and this building will be 
ready in July;1910. The new Wren- 
tham state school which has been es- 
tablished for the feeble-minded has 
| about fifty patients at present, and 
| new buildings to accommodate about 
| 200 patients will be ready in about 
three months. At the Massachusetts 
school for the feeble-minded at 
Waverley there are at present 1261 
| patients. 

The prison commission reports that 
| there is no immediate need for in- 
creased accommodations in our pris- 
ons. 
|: The insane in our state institutions 
| numbered, Oct. .1, 1909, 11,490—an 
. Increase of 499 this year, against 789 
last year, 402 being the average an- 
nual increase for the last five years. 
It is safe to assume that the number 
of insane will increase in*the imme- 
diate future at the average rate of 500 
per year. The hospitals are now 
crowded, and there are more than 
1800 beds set up in the day rooms and 
corridors, half of which have to be 
removed. and stored every day. 

Under these conditions, it will be 
necessary for you to make appropria- 
tions which will provide for something 
like 800 patients for the coming year. 
| ‘While economy should be constantly 

in our minds this year, we ought to 
provide well for the care of our un- 
fortunate insane, and erect whatever 
additions to our institutions as are 
-mecessary for this purpose. 

The trustees of the Foxborough state 
hospital for inebriates have arrived 

_ at the point where they desire to make 

&@ beginning for a new institution. 

They feel that they should eventually 

have a location much larger than their 


large amount of land on which many 
of their inmates could work, and 
where arrangements could be made 
for a greater sub-division of their pa- 
tients. 

I understand that if this shculd be 
done, the board of insanity would 
utilize entirely the Foxborough insti- 
tution, and that they could use it to 
most excellent advantage in caring for 
the insane, the number of which un- 
fortunately increases from year to 
year. I think that the trustees of the 
Foxborough hospital are obtaining 
good results, and that your honorable 
bodies should take such action as will 
enable them to make a start in the 
direction indicated. — 

In this connection it has been called 
to my .attention that where land is 
bought by various boards of trustees, 
It often happens that they procure 
land which is mortgaged. The mort- 
gagee will not discharge his mortgage 
until he is paid, On the other hand, 
the state officers will not pay over the 
money to the owner until he can show 
a clear title and the deed is received 
for record. Under these circum- 
stances, some member of the purch- 
asing board has acted as an attorney 
for the owner of the land, while at the 
same time he is acting officially as one 
of the purchasers of the land for the 
commonwealth. This ought to be 
changed, and it might be wise to pro- 
vide that the attorney general should 
be given further power to act in such 
transactions, and any member of the 
purchasing board be relieved from 
acting in a double capacity. This 
suggestion is made as a. general 
proposition which might be carried out 
in the purchase of any lands which the 
commonwealth might wish to obtain. 

State Highways 

The automobile law which was 
passed by the last legislature is work- 
ing well. It is expected that it will 
produce a net revenue of $175,000 
during the next year, for use onthe 
state highways; and, with the au- 
thority given the highway commis- 
sion to check the reckless driving of 
these vehicles, it is, in the opinion 
of the commissioners, the most ef- 
fective automobile law of any state. 

The highway commissioners should 

be allowed to have sufficient money on 
hand to enable them to make advances 
to laborers and others for repair 
work. Where this work is done at 
present—there not being money on 
hand to deal directly with such men 
—the repairs are unnecessarily ex- 
pensive. 
_ They should be given authority to 
buy small sections of land in differ- 
ent parts of the commonwealth, to 
be used for the storage of their ma- 
chinery; and, when »pportunity of- 
fers, should have the right fo pur- 
chase land in various sections which 
furnishes good material for road 
building. : 

All these purchases.of land, either 
for the storage of machinery or for 
the deposits of material for repairs 
on roads, should not be completed 
without the approval of the governor 
and council. 

I recommend that authority be given 
the highway commission in both these 
directions, because I feel certain that 
it will save money for the common- 
wealth and permit the commission to 
render better service. 

Boston Railroad Holding Company 

The Boston Railroad Holding com- 

pany, which was established by an 
act of the last legislature, chapter 
619, hag issued certain bonds based on 
{ts holdings of Boston and Maine rail- 
toad stock. These bonds are guar- 
anteed by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad company, and 
are, in my opinion, a safe invest- 
ment. 
. As the holding company needs more 
money to expend for improvements on 
the Boston and Maine railroad, it will 
be necessary for it to issue more 
bonds, and as the money for these 
bonds is advanced it is necessary that 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad company should be able 
to dispose of these bonds rather than 
hold them in its treasury and so tie 
up a very large amount of money. 

These bonds bear 4 percent interest, 
and, being based on the stock of the 
Boston and Maine railroad and guar- 
anteed by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, would be, I be- 
lieve, a most excellent investment for 
our savings banks. 

The Boston Railroad Holding com- 
pany, in my opinion, will be a great 
benefit to the railroad situation in 
Massachusetts and New Higland. 1 
believe the individuals who control 
the stock of this company intend to 
very greatly improve the physical 
condition of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. If this is done it will be a 
great benefit to Masaschusetts and 
New England, and these owners 
should be encouraged by proper legis- 
lation. 

Massachusetts cannot expect great 
improvements in railroad properties 
unless, she is willing to help in proper 
ways those who are-willing to put 
money into such developments. I 
understand and believe that important 
and extensive improvements are very 
soon to be undertaken on these prop- 
erties, and I think it is in the inter- 
est of all our citizens that those mak- 
ing these large expenditures for such 


improvements should be encouraged to’ 


do so. I therefore recommend that 
these bonds be made a legal invest- 
ment for Massachusetts savings banks. 
Savings Banks and Trust Companies 

Prior to the passage of the business 
law of corporations, savings banks 
and trust companies were organized 
by special law and their charters made 
subject to the laws regulating the 
Dupiness of such corporations. There

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porations under general laws. The 

General law of business corporations 

enacted in Pa contains provisions - 
exclu rom its n certain 

classes oiesiratcadl, among others 

savings banks, trust companies and — 
co-operative banks, but also enacts 

that “such provisions should not be’ 
construed to prohibit the organization 

of a corporation under the provisions 

of this act for the purpose of carrying 

on any lawful business, outside of 

this commonwealth.” 

It is thus possible for savings 

banks, trust companies and co-oper- 
ative banks to be organized under our 
general laws, subject to no supervision 
or control, to carry on business out- 
Bide the state. 
’ The result is that there are two 
classes of trust companies, savings 
banks and co-operative banks which 
may be organized in this common- 
wealth—one to do business within the 
commonwealth under restriction and 
supervision, the other to do business 
outside the commonwealth with no 
such supervision and subject to no 
restriction. 

This condition seems anomalous, 
and I recommend the subject to your 
consideration for correction. 


Civil Service 

The work of the civil service com- 
mission has become much greater in 
the last few years because of the very 
large increase in the number of peo- 
ple who aré employed in the classified 
service. By the action of the last 
legislature very important work has 
been added to this department, in 
connection with the certification of: 
fitness of important appointees of the 
mayor of Boston. The commissioners 
need a deputy examiner, and they 
themselves should be paid larger sal- 
aries, and be required to give more 
of their time to the work. I trust that 
action will be taken by you to bring 
about these results. 

Forestry 

Careful attention is being given to 
our standing forests) and our non- 
productive or waste lands should not 
remain idle, as large possibilities for 
the future are to be found here and 
great results will come from a well- 
directed forest policy. Our moth 
work would be more effective in the 
saving of our trees if the local moth 
superintendents in towns and cities 
should receive their appointments sub- 
ject to the approval of the state for- 
ester, 

I believe much better results in all 
our towns and cities could also be ob- 
tained were the state forester given 
authority to advise and assist the lo- 
cal tree wardens. 

Publicity 

I recommend the enactment of a law 
which shall require the issuance an- 
nually of a public document contain- 
ing correct information in regard to 
the salaries or pay of the employes 
and menibers of each department, 
board or commission, so that such 
salary or pay, and also the date of 
election or appointment and residence 
of each officer or employe of the com- 
monwealth, may be easily ascer- 
tained. ; 

Senators and Representatives:—I 
am glad to say that the material con- 
ditions in the commonwealth and the 
nation have been very much better 
during the past year than they were in 
1908. The great crops of the west 
have been bountiful, and the prices of 
which they have sold have been high. 
The cotton crop of the south is prob- 
ably less than usual, but the farmers 
who raised it have received such good 
prices for their product that they are 
prosperous. The manufacturing in- 
dustries in all lines are busy, and the 
people are employed at good wages. 
The whole nation {is prosperous. 

As a people, however, we are not 
economical; we are unnecessarily 
wasting our natural resources, ana 
extravagance has become a4 habit. The 
price of everything is high, and this 
ought to put a premium on economy. 
This is not a proper time or place to 
discuss the reasons for these high 
prices, but it is well known that the 
enormous increase in the production 
of gold and the higher wages paid in 
every vocation of life must be two of 
the great contributory causes. 

In spite of these high prices, Mas- 
sachusetts has been extremely pros- 
perous and our savings banks have 
shown the largest increase in depos- 
its of any year in our history, the to- 
tal increase being $33,581,751, mak- 
ing the total amount of deposits now 
on hand in our savings banks $743, - 
101,481. ~The dividends declared to 
the depositors in our savings banks 
during the past year have amounted 
to $27,110,047. The deposits put in 
these hanks in 1909 were about $16,- 
000,000 more than in 1908, while the 
withdrawals of deposits in 1909 were 
$15,000,000 less than in 1908. 

The above shows in a most graphic 
manner the tremendous change in 
conditions which has taken place in 
the last year. Notwithstanding the 
prevailing high prices, our people 
have saved money, and this means 
prosperity. 

You, as the representatives of the 
people, have a sacred trust imposed 
upon you. It is your duty to see that ' 
the resources of the commonwealth 
shall not be wasted, and that the 
money of its citizens shall be wisely 
and properly expended. The legis- 
latures of the past in Massachusetts 
have established a great record for 
the enactment of laws, which have 
been in the true interest of the people. 
Your immediate predecessors main- 
tained the high standard which had 
been set for them. I have no doubt 
that you will do equally well, and I 
promise to use my best endeavors to 
co-operate with you in accomplishing 
good results. :

The prosperity of the Savings bank 
as evidenced by the report of the 
annual meeting held this week is 
most gratifying to the citizens of the 
town ‘The last quarter century 
has shown splendid. progress for this 
institution, and while it has been 
steady and constant throughout the 
entire twenty-five years, it has never 
been more pronounced than during the 
years of management by the present 
efficient president and treasurer.

Strictly Local Application H 


In this column last week there was 
published an article under the head- 
ing “What’s the Matter with Ando- 
ver?” that has attracted considerable 
local attention. In some quarters it 
seems to have been muna goLstogs 
and several friends have questione 
whether it was quite fair to the atti- 
tude of the people: who have seen 
many of our prominent men in town 
prosper and enjoy their prosperity. 
There was no intention of injuring 
ithe feelings of anybody in the article. 
The exact conditions that have been 
found by practically every local busi- 
ness man sometime in his experience 
in Andover were set forth. There was 
no reference made to those men who, 
through the larger business they have 
conducted, such as our factories and 
like interests, have found prosperity. 
They are not at all dependent upon 
the town or the town’s sentiment 
for wealth or poverty. It comes to 
them through their endeavor to press 
their business in competition in the 
markets of the entire country. Our 
reference was entirely to the petty, 
local jealousies that arise and are so 
manifest whenever the purely local 
business man prospers. That what 
has been written should arouse in- 
terest is gratifying; may results come 
that will lead to what we urged a 
week ago, but which will bear repe- 
tition, namely, larger co-operation 


among all the people of the town for 
the best uplift of the town in r1gIo. 


Andover had a prominent place in 
the opening exercises attending the 
coming in of a new session of the 
Massachusetts Legislature. Accord- 


ing to the newspapers, Mr. Boutwell 
did just what his friends in Ando- 
ver would have expected him t> do, 
and presided for the short time pre- 
vious to the election of the regular 
Speaker.with dignity.and. grace. It 
was a pleasant introduction of Rep- 
resentative Houtwell to his col- 
leagues in the Legislature, and there 
is not the least doubt but that he 
will prove himself to be a most satis- 
factory Representative of the town 
during the coming six months of the 
legislative session. “Practical Poli- 
tics” suggested that if Rev. Dr. 
Walker would make his prayer short, 
it would be all that would be required 
by the legislators of him. There is 
every reason to believe that he would 
not only follow those directions but 
that there would be in it the scholar 
and student of affairs that the Rever- 
end pastor of the West Church has 
shown himself to be. 


Considerable criticism has been 
made during the holiday season of 
the manner in which the mail matter 
has been handled by the local post 
office. One needed only to see one 
after another of the carriers leave 
the office laden with twice as much 
of a burden as any man ought to be 
asked to carry, to realize that so far 
as they have been able, the letter 
carriers have done splendid service 
in this terrific rush. We don’t know 
anything about the interior manage- 
ment or where the responsibility lies, 
but certainly at times such as the 
holiday season, there should be avail- 
able some transportation facilities as 
an aid to the overworked carrier. We 
have here in Andover a fine bunch of 
men for carriers, and it is no credit 
to the Government or to the local 
control of this service, to work them 
the way they have been worked since 
the middle of December. 
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The inauguration of the state gov- 
ernment is over and the same of- 
ficials are at the head of affairs for 
another year, The legislative depart- 
ment continues under the direction 
of President Treadway in the Sen- 
ate and Speaker Walker in the House. 
Both are splendid men, proven so by 
a year’s work, and fitted through long 
legislative experience. It is no easy 
task that confronts them and their 
colleagues during the coming six 
months. Some very vital problems 
are up for consideration, many of 
them old friends to legislators for 
many years back. They are old 
friends, however, because they have 
never yet been settled, or if it has 
been assumed that they were settled 
by some passing action, the fact that 
they were not settled right has ‘still 
left them ‘live issues. 

The general impression seems to 
be that the chief discussion of the 
session will centre around the prob- 
lems of direct nominations, ‘further 
consolidation of railroads, closer re- 
lations between suburban street rail- 
ways and the Boston railway service, 
and taxation. If there were to be 
one bit of advice ‘that should be given, 
‘based upon the experience of the last 
few years, it would be not improper 
to suggest to the legislators that

it be square and manly, rather than 
such beating around the bush as 
marked the work last year which re- 
sulted in the consolidation of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford and 
Boston & Maine systems. The pub- 
lic is long suffering, but it is pretty 
square, and it is much: more ready 
to stand for action that it does not 
entirely approve of, if it is taken in 
the open, than it is to be satisfied with 
the indirect method so often em 
ployed. 

lf it is wise for certain street rail- 
ways to be made a part of railroad 
systems, it is time for the legislators 
to approve such a course. If it is 
wise for the Boston Elevated rail- 
way to have such legislation as will 
enable it to extend its system with 
all of its remarkable equipment to 
the suburbs, as far even as Andover, 
through the absorption of other 
street railway systems, then the 
square and manly attitude for the 
legislator to take is to make legis- 
lation so direct that no one will be 
deceived by it. If it is wise for Mass- 
achusetts to disapprove of a national 
income tax the Legislature should 
not dodge the issue. If it is wise for 
4 reform in taxation laws that shall 
make Massachusetts like other states 
in so far as personal taxes are con- 
cerned, even if there shall be a tem- 
porary loss of revenue, the time has 
come to cease fooling with the tax- 
ation problem. 

It looks like a good legislature. 
There are many strong men in its 
membership. One Boston newspaper 
has already had a symposium dis- 
cussing the reason why the Legisla- 
ture sits so long, but after all, such 
discussion is of mighty little value. 
lf there is the business to require 
attention, no matter how long the 
Legislature sits if it employs its time 
wisely and to the advantage of the 
majority of the people in the Com- 
monwealth. 

Governor Draper’s inaugural ad- 
dress is given in full on another page. 
It is a business-like document, full of 
excellent suggestions and worthy of 
careful perusal. His recommenda- 
tions for municipal accounting and 
registration of municipal loans, for 
publication of the salaries and mem- 
bership of the various state depart- 
ments, for careful revision of the law 
affecting the production of milk and 
its sale, are all most excellent. While 
there may be a natural pride on his 
part to see that laws are enacted 
along the lines he suggests, it is 
to be hoped’ that he will not forget 
that his is the executive department, 
and not the legislative. Both depart- 
ments are vital factors in our form 
of government. They reach to their 
greatest efficiency when they main- 
tain co-ordinate relations, neither 
dominating-the other, but both serv- 
ing the whole people. 


The Governor, has scored a ten 
strike in his selection of a new pri- 
vate secretary, William A, Murphy, 
who has probably one of the widest 
acquaintances of any newspaper man 
in the Commonwealth, gained through 
twenty years active work at the State 
House. Added to this a personality, 
that holds friends when once made, 
that delights to do favors, that is 
genial and hospitable to a marked 
degree, and you have a description of 
a perfectly balanced private secre- 
tary. Mr. Murphy is also one of the 
best after dinner speakers in the 
State, and his whole equipment is 
such as to assure to him a record in 
his new position, second to that of 
no man who has ever been called up- 
on to perform the exacting duties of 
buffer between the people and the 
Governor. We are sure that the Gov- 
ernor is to be congratulated, and we 
sincerely hope that the experience 
for Mr. Murphy will be to his advan 
tage in every respect. :

The evangelistic campaign eo 


auspiciously on Sunday evening, wit 
a large attendance of the four unit- 
ing churches. The platform was oc- 
cupied by the evangelist and singer; 
by the pastors, and by a large choir 
of young people who sang heartily 
under the direction of Mr. Hatch. 
After the opening exercises of praise 
and prayer, Rev. Mr. Davidson read 
the Scripture, a part of Isaiah 6, and 
addressed the andience from the text, 
“For the people had a mind to work.” 
(Neh, 4:6) His theme was, “The re- 
sponsibility of everyone for the suc- 
cess of his work.” 

After giving a brief outline of the 
book, he said in part: “It is one of 
the sad things nowadays that those 
who should lead are the very ones who 
ask to be excused. Some were lead- 
ers when. younger, but prosperity or 
social advancement has destroyed 
their appetite for Christian work. It 
is a splendid thing to see a man who 
does not think it beneath his dignity 
to help in any way to bring men into 
the kingdom of Christ.. lt we are to 
be successful in this effort, we need 
to be united. Up to'the limit of your 
ability and power you are responsible 
for these ‘meetings; where you fail, 
the meetings fail. 1 don’t believe 
there ever was a conversion .without 
instrumentality of some person. Do 
you say you lack wisdom? Dr, Tor- 
rey tells the story of a great conven- 
tion of Christian workers, He in- 
troduced: the speaker, a woman of 
small experience in the work. His 
heart sank, for he thought it a mis- 
take to put her on the program. 
There was silence as she spoke, by 
and by weeping, all over the churen. 
Later, he asked her where she got 
that power. ‘When I realized my 
unfitness, | got on my’ face before 
God; all last night I prayed for 
strength; that’s where I got my 
power,’ . was her answer. Are we 
unprepared? Will it not be well for 
us to get on our faces before God, 
and get prepared for this work?” 

On Monday evening, Rev. Mr. 
Davidson read Numbers. 13:27-33, the 
difficulties and unbelief of the spies. 
“Unbelief is always inconsistent. 
While there are difficulties everywhere 
God's grace is sufficient everywhere. 
I thank God for the congregation and 
all the workers, but all these are as 
nothing without the power of the 
Holy Spirit. We are to remember 
God. First and always: are. we to 
keep Him in our thoughts; if we are 
to have a work here that will be deep 
and lasting it will be because God 
has poured out His Spirit upon us.” 

The theme of the address was “The 
sins of the church,” and the text, “Be- 
hold; the Lord’s hand is not shorten- 
ed, that it cannot save; neither His 
ear heavy, that it cannot, hear; but 
your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God, and your 
sins have hid His face from you, so 
that he will not hear.” Isa, 59:1, 2. 
“When we started out in the Chris- 
tian life, it was with high ideals, of 
a life lived close to God, and full of 
Christian work. As we look back, 
we have to confess to very much 
failure. Why, as Christians, isn’t our 
experience more rich and deep, why 
are we not reaching the masses. of 
the unsaved? Our sins have robbed 
us of our strength, rot flagrant viola- 
tions of the moral law, of which the 
church as a church is not guilty, but 
these things that hinder us, ‘hese 
are some of them. That kind of un- 
belief, that while we profess to be- 
lieve we only half believe. If we 
really believe in God as our heavenly 
Father, why do we worry about 
things? ‘Unbelief is’ a lack of real 
faith in God for everything in this 
world and the life ‘to come. There 
is self-satisfaction, worldliness, avar- 
ice, bitterness and unkind feeling, all 
neglect of duty, such as Bible reading, 
Christian activity, and devotion, 1 
cannot remember anyone with an all- 
rounded Christian character who was 
not a Bible reader. One night a 
lighthouse keeper forgot his light, 
and a, vessel came ashore on the 
rocks, One who perished was his 
own son. He died _ because his 
father’s light had gone out. How 
often this is true! The son goes 
wrong because his father’s light has 
gone out.” 

The evangelistic meeting of Tues- 
day evening was well attended in 
spite of the exceedingly cold weather, 
and a very good meeting was held. 
Mr. Davidson read for his Scripture 
lesson the story of the lepers from 
the 17th chapter of St. Luke, and in 
a few simple words showed the sim- 
ilarity between the nine lepers who

Meeting for Young People on Sunday Afternoon— 
Meeting in Abbott Village Hall Tuesday, 
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failed to return thanks after their 
healing and those people in the church 
who shirk responsibility and leave 
a very small proportion of the mem- 
bers the work to do. After the song 
service Mr, Davidson began his ad- 
dress, taking his text from the 14th 
chapter of Proverbs, the 14th verse. 
“The backslider in heart shall be 
filled with his own ways.”.. He then 
went on to show how many church 
members may all unwittingly be back- 
sliders from God in heart, and gave 
as four indications of such a condi- 
tion the loss of love for secret prayer, 
the loss of love of Bible study, loss 
of conscientiousness, and lastly, a loss 
of love for the spiritual work of the 
church, He pointed out how this 
condition of aftairs might come about 
so imperceptibly that the back-slider 
himself would be unaware of it. All 
unconsciously he would reach the 
point where he would fail to get the 
usual help from his secret meditation 
and Bible study; the keen edge of his 
conscience would become dulled and 
he would permit himself to do things 
which once he would have deemed 
dishonest, both in the ways of busi- 
ness and in regard to recreation; and 
the dependance that formerly could 
be placed in his readiness to help in 
the work of the church could not 
be relied upon. As results of this 
backsliding in heart his mind would 
be filled with doubts and criticism 
and he would be unfitted to do his 
best work, 


The message of Wednesday even- 
ing was, “How to do successful per- 
sonal work,” the Scripture reading, 
Matt. 25:14-30. “The man who gained 
only two talents gained the same 
commendation as the one who gained 
five. If we are faithful to our duty, 
God will be just as well pleased with 
two talents as with five talents, and 
our reward will be just as great in 
the end. God rewards faithfulness, 
not success.” 

His text was, Matt. 10:16, “Be ye 
therefore wise as serpents and harm- 
less as doves.” Christ wants us to 
make as few mistakes as possible. 
The greatest mistake a man can make 
is the mistake of doing nothing, lest 
he should make a mistake. We must 
have a real desire to help people, must 
work prayerfully, with sanctitied com- 
mon sense, with winsomeness. We 
must work with courage, we are al- 
together too timid. We don’t need 
to apologize for the religion of Christ 
which is the best thing in “all the 
world; nothing else will help people 
so much, or make them so happy. 


On Thursday evening, in spite of 

the weather and the treacherous walk- 
ing, the vestry was filled with an at- 
tentive audience After the song ser- 
yice, led by Mr, Hatch, Mr. David- 
son read the lesson for the evening, 
from the third chapter of Revelations, 
emphasizing at the same time the 
need of warmth and enthusiasm in 
the church, as o posed to coldness 
and formality. The text was a short 
one, but full of deep meaning, “And 
he brought him to Jesus.” The 
speaker pointed out the fact that 
many people today, like Andrew of | 
old, even if they are unable to do any 
great service for Christ, may be the 
means of helping some one whomay 
develop into a great power for good. 
Therefore it is of the greatest im- 
portance that everyone should do his 
part, however small it may be, for it 
is impossible to foresee the results. 
Three ways of bringing people to 
Christ were discussed. First, by 
prayer; second, by bringing them un- 
der the influence of religious services, 
and third, by personal work. Great 
good may result from the following 
of any of these methods, especially 
at a time like the present, when the 
general public is interested in the sub- 
ject of religion. 
The afternoon meetings began on 
Tuesday with a good attendance.

ings than were possible to those who 
wrote them, e.g., “When I consider 
thy heavens, the moon and the stars 
which thou hast ordained.” How vast- 
ly greater must our wonder and ad- 
miration be, with our knowledge of 
the vastness of the universe’ than 
that of one who thought of the earth 
as the centre of all things. 

For thousands of years these sacred 
lyrics have instructed and comforted 
the believers of the ages, patriarchs, 


prophets, apostles and martyrs, even’ 


our Lord himself, and for us they 
grow more significant and precious 
with every new experience of their 
power to charm. They are especially 
convenient for home study as each 
is complete in itself and not depend- 
ent as in other Scriptures upon what 
has gone before or is yet to come. 

Finally;-this_study will help to con- 
serve the imaginative and emotional 
functions, which are of great value 
in themselves, and especially impor- 
tant for a healthful and symmetrical 
growth of our religious nature. 

It is inevitable that faculties that 
are neglected will dwindle. Darwin 
complains that though in youth he 
was fond of music, that poetry had 
for him a charm, and that he was not 
lacking in interest in religious things, 
that, after years of absorption in sci- 
entific investigation, he found that 
his pleasure in these things was en- 
tirely gone, and that all his efforts to 
revive his interest in them were in 
vain. $4 

In the pressure of our daily calling 
we may-incur irreparable loss. Let 
us beware lest “we dig our dross with 
mattocks made of gold.”

Both Parties in Napier-Sweeney Case 
Discharged 


Over two hundred citizens of An- 
dover were disappointed at not gain- 
ing admittance to the session of 
court on Monday night, when John 
Sweeney, Jr., and Officer Napier ap- 
peared before Justice Stone, The 
ormer ahswered to the charge of ob- 
structing the sidewalk in front of the 
Musgrove building on the evening of 
Sunday, December 12, and Officer 
Napier was the defendant in the case 
of assault and battery brought upon 
by alleged violence in removing Swee- 
ney from the sidewalk on that night. 
Joseph L, Burns of this town ap- 
peared for Sweeney, and Daniel Mur- 
phy of Lawrence represented Officer 
Napier. The hearing was held in the 
school committee room, and owing 
to its limited seating capacity Judge 
Stone issued orders that no one ex- 
cept witnesses be allowed in the 
court room. This decision met 
with the disapproval of a large num- 
ber of friends of both men and a 
slight demonstration was made. out- 
side. The case was. called shortly 
after 7.30 by Judge Stone, and the 
following witnesses were sworn: 
John Sweeney, Jr. Peter ‘J. O’Con- 
nor, Ray H. Cole, Harold Haywood, 
James Napier and William Gledhill. 

Sweeney. was called to the witness 
stand and testified that on the night 
‘of December 12, while in front of the 
Musgrove building talking with Hay- 
ward he was suddenly seized from 


behind and thrown against Ray Cole., 


He was grabbed a second time and: 
thrown against the plate glass win- 
dow of the Gac Company's office. 
On turning around after the trouble 
he said he recognized Officer Napier, 
who then attempted to put handcuffs 
on him. He testified that he said, 
“You don’t need to do that. “I’ll go 
with you.” Concluding his testimony 
Sweeney said that he was taken to 
the police station, where he was dis- 
charged by Chief of Police: Mears, 

On cross examination by counsel 
Murphy, Sweeney claimed that he 
had not been requested. to move by 
Officer Napier previous to the at-' 
tack’ and that not’ a word had--been 
spoken until after he had been thrown 
against the window. When asked if 
he had any intimation that anything 
of the kind would happen he said that 
he would expect anything to happen 
from Officer Napier. 

Ray H. Cole was then called and 


‘his testimony was in the main a cor- 


‘| sustained by the court. 


roboration of what the previous wit- 
ness had given. He said that no 
words were passed between the two 
men until after the incident had hap- 
pened and that no opportunity was 
given for the young men who were 


standing nearby to move before 
Sweeney was grabbed. 
The next witness, Harold Hay-' 


ward, was.called atid he repeated the 
same story of the first two witnesses. 

Hayward further testified that he 
had talked the case over with Mr. 
Burns in his office at his request. 
This line of questioning was objected 
to by the latter, but Mr. Murphy was 
upheld by the court. 

Peter J. O’Connor was the next 
witness called and he testified that 
his attention was attracted to the 
scene by the noise of the scuffle. He 
claimed that he was standing nearby, 
but did not hear a request to move, 
or even see officer Napier approach- 
ing. On cross examination the wit- 
ness at first claimed that he could 
have heard everything that was said 
by either of the men, but later con- 
tradicted this statement and said that 
something might have passed be- 
tween them. 

Officer Napier was then called and 
he testified that he was patrolling his 
beat between 7.30 and 8 o’clock and 
after going through the square pro- 
ceeded to . Valpey’s corner, from 
which point he saw a crowd of be- 
tween twenty and thirty young men 
and boys loitering in frnot of the 
Musgrove building. He advanced to- 
ward the group and requested them 
to move on. Continuing his testi- 
mony he said that Sweeney turned 
toward him and after taking two 
steps braced himself in the middle of 
the sidewalk. Mr. Napier then said 
that he pushed him toward the street 
and after getting considerable back 
talk he grabbed him a second time 
and took him to the police station. 
He explained the situation to Chief 
Mears, who later discharged Sweeney. 

On cross éxamination by counsel 
Burns, Mr. Napier claimed that he 
did not know Sweeney and that he had 
never had trouble with him before. 
He denied that he put the handcuffs 
on the young man or that he even 
carried them. He~ said that he car- 
ried a twister, but did not use it. 

William F. Gledhill, janitor of the 
Musgrove building, was the next wit- 
néss called and he testified that he 
had been annoyed a great deal by 
crowds congregating in the doorways 
and against the windows of the build- 
ing. He said that he had often com- 
plained to the officers about the nuis- 
ance and that others connected with 
the. building and pedestrians had 
spoken of the abuse that they had 
received from those who loiter there. 

On cross examination by Lawyer 
Burns the witness was asked if he 
and Barnett Rogers did not stand in 
front of the building very often. Coun- 
sel for the opposition objected to the 
question and he was slstained by the 
court. 


Chief of Police Mears was the last 


witness called and he informed the 
court that numerous complaints are 
made by citizens regarding the loit- 
erers around the building and that 
it was the duty of Officer Napier to 
remove these obstructions. 

Lawyer Burns then asked Chief 
Mears why he had discharged the de- 
fendant. Again counsel Murphy ob- 
jected to the question and he was 
The witness 
was then asked if it was not true 
that the counter charge had been 
made against Sweeney only after the 
charge of assault and battery had 
been made against Officer Napier. 
The answer was in the negative. He 
was then asked to relate what. took 
place between Officer Logan and 
himself when the former came over 
from jpawtence to see him. Chief 


‘ 
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Mears denied having seen the officer 
on this case. 

The trial justice rendered his de- 
cision, discharging both men from 
the counts against them. He stated 
that he knew that there, had been 
more or less trouble from loiterers 
on the streets, but in this particular 
case he thought that it was for the 
best interest of all concerned that 
both men be discharged. The court 
then adjourned,
